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EASTERN EDITOR TELLS 
HOW TO MERCHANDISE 
TOWNS AND CITIES 


A mayor of a western city writes 
to the editor of the Financial Post 
asking how his city can get new 
industries. He points to the prevalent 
tendency among industrial concerns 
of Eastern Canada to take care of 
their western trade by the organiza- 
ton of ‘branch factories in the West. 
He points out that his city offers fav- 
orable terms ard conditions for the 
establishment of industries and he 
wants a list of Eastern industries that 
are considering the establishment of 
branch plants in the West. He wants 
, to write to their executive officers. 


Undoubtedly, this mayor has rightly 
sized up the present development. The 
tendency to secure mass production 
by concentrating manufacturing in a 
single plant is passing. Decentraliza- 
tion in industry is influencing execu- 
tives. There are many advantages in 
this. One is that the saving of freight 
rates obtained is considerable. An- 
other is that decentralized plants ditf- 
fuse the risk of labor and similar 
troubles. A third is that decentralized 
plants are able to appeal to local trade: 
A fourth point in favor is that de- 
centralized plants are able to recruit

BRODY'S LTD. WON 
SUIT AGAINST C.N. 


Judgment was awarded to Brody's 
Limited against the Canadian National 
Railway by Mr. Justice Ford in a care- 
fully worded six-page judgment hand- 
ed down on Friday. 

The action for $147,150,60, which 
was the outcome of damages sustained 
when fire destroyed the Trudeau gar- 
age on 103 street last May, was argued 
before Mr. Justice Ford of the Alberta 
Supreme Court from February 14 to 
February 22. =a ; 

Brody’s Limited, Wholesale mer- 
chants, were carrying on business in 
the upper story of Trudeau’s garage 
at the time of the fire. The Canadian 
National Railway stored two of their 
trucks on the first floor. On May 11, 
an employee of the C.N.R., named 
Tyldesley, undertook to clean the en- 
gine of one of the trucks, and the 
fumes were ignited from a_ spark 
caused by a short circuit. The blaze 
which followed destroyed the stock of 
Brody’s Limited, causing damage of 
more than $150,000.00, though a small 
portion was recovered through salvage 
Sale, 

“After an eight-day trial ably and 
vigorously fought, I have come to the 
conclusion that the defendant com- 
pany is liable on the ground of negli- 
gence. I have also come to the con- 
clusion after reading a plethora of in- 
teresting cases that without proof of 
negligence the plaintiffs are entitled 
to succeed,” Mr. Justice Ford de- 
clares in his judgment. 

Continuing, Mr. Justice Ford finds 
that the proper inference to be drawn 
from the circumstances proved is that 
the igniting of the gas fumes was 
caused by a spark from a short cir- 
cuit. “It was a dangerous and negli- 
gent act for the defendant's servant to 
have washed his warm engine with 
the inflamable substance he used in- 
side the garage with the wires in the 
condition Tyldesley, through his ad- 
mitted ignorance, left them,” the judg- 
ment concludes. 

S. B. Woods, K.C., together with H. 
H. Parlee, K.C., and H. H. Friedman, 
K.C., acted as counsel for the suc- 
cessful plaintiff, while N. D. Maclean, 
K.C., with G. M. Russell, K.C., of 
Winnipeg, conducted the defence for 
the railway company.

DOES PUBLIC HEALTH PAY?

As a matter of convenience and for 
practical purpeses, the work of a 
healt} department has certain limits, 
as has that of any other department 
in the government. However, as the 
health of an individual is indirectly 
influenced by many conditions which 
do not come under the health depart- 
ment, it naturally follows that the 
Health Officer and other workers have 
an interest in many things for which 
they are not directly responsible.

Member for Wetaskiwin 
Takes Part in the Debate 


Wm. Irvine, M.P. for Wetaskiwin, 
took part in the discussion of the mo- 
tion made by the Prime Minister, Hon. 
W. L. McKenzie -King, in respect to 
International Peace. The Hansard re- 
port of his address reads as follows: 


Mr. William Irvine (Wetaskiwin): I 
desire to make a very brief comment 
on the important matter:before par- 
liament and on some of its implica- 
tions. It does not require an undue 
gift of imagination to conceive the 
possibility that subsequent genera- 
tions will regard the treaty now before 
this parliament as an epoch making 
event, and to the extent that such’a 
possibility materializes in the future 
this is a great occasion. I think the 
Prime Minister (Mr. Mackenzie King) 
has been signally honoured by good 
fortune in having been associated 
with what may well prove to have 
been the most significant human epi- 
sode in many centuries. We, too, are 
hoonoured in being privileged to en- 
dorse, in.the name of the people of 
Canada, the sentiments of peace em- 
bodied in the treaty now under dis- 
cussion. 

This, I think, is a time when one 
may be pardoned for even going so far 
as to pay a compliment to the Prime 
Minister and one to the leader of the

opposition (Mr. Bennett) at the same 
time. We all regard the presentation 
of the case for peace by the Prime 
Minister this afternoon as one entire- 
ly creditable to the leader of a great 
people, and I am sure that, in view of 
the high expressions which he gave 
and the very high ground‘he took in 
the interpretation not only of the 
treaty hut of its implications, there is 
reason for us all to feel quite proud 
indeed. I think, also, that we:are high- 
ly indebted to the leader of the oppo- 
sition, who, while agreeing with the 
sentiments expressed, laid his finger 
upon some of the immediate and prac- 
tical things which must be done if any 
real fi .cs are to result, 


The Prime Minister indicated that 
this treaty isnot merely something that 
has come about as the result of a pious 
wish on the part:of the nations con- 
cerned. As he indicated, war itself has 
become such an impossible thing that 
the intelligence of mankind is being 
compelled by circumstances to find 
a better way of dealing with interna- 
tonal disputes. As we have seen in 
the past, war does not settle anything 
but tends rather to unsettle every- 
thing. We have seen, also, that war 
methods have become so destructive 
that, in the words of the Prime Min- 
ister, war will destroy civilization if 
civilization. does not destroy war. So 
that the necessity of the times in 
which we live is back of this treaty; 
though it may be regarded by some as 
& mere pious gesture, there js neces- 
sity behind it. As the Prime Minister 
pointed out, it implies that we re- 
nounce war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy, and by so doing we focus 
the attention of the world upon war as 
an obsolete method, .He also further 
cautioned us that there is no royal 
road to peace but that.there are many 
paths which lead thereto. Further- 
more, he implied that there is no im- 
mediate hope of arriving at peace and 
that we must regard this treaty as 
merely the beginning of what we hope 
to accomplish. He intimated that the 
binding force of the treaty was to-be 
found in the bonds of the dead. While 
that is true, yet as the risk of appear- 
ing to be pessimistic I am bound to 
point out that the honds of death have 
been snapped a thousand times in the 
history of.mankind.. We must not rely 
on the bonds of the dead to maintain 
the spirit of reality in a great inter- 
national bond of this character; we 
must somehow find the bonds among 
the living—bonds in which we may be 
able to place a great deal more con- 
fidence than we have ever been able to 
repose in-the bonds of the dead. The 
great feelings which are common to 
humanity which well up as a reaction 


from the Gerat War which shook the 
world a few years ago and which’ 


brought about the signing of the 
treaty before the house, are only feel- 
ings after all. These feelings will rise 


just as speedily twenty years from, 
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...“The armies of the world are ready

Mxchequer had to say on 
peace sentiments in general and ‘this 
treaty in particular. This {is what he 
BQYs: 

‘There is still talk about renouncing 
war, and pious platitudes about uni- 
versal peace are on everyone's lips. 
But there has been no real progress 
toward the abolition of war. Locarno 
agreements and Kellogg pacts are 
mere eyewash to bamboozle the people 
while statesmen carry on their secret 
negotiations to prepare for the next 
great. war.” 

1 think we can understand some- 
thing of the pessimism which is here 
expressed when we realize the condi- 
tions prevailing at the moment, as re- 
ferred ‘to a few moments ago by the 
hon. member: for Laelle( Mr. Bouras- 
sa). When we think, for one thing, of 
the new map of Europe which was 
drawn up after the last war, and when 
we think of the treaty which has 
been referred to, we can understand 
the sentiments of the Right. Hon. 
Philip Snowden, which I have just 
quotad. Let me-refer next to the Right 
Hon.: David: Lloyd: George. He says: 

“As our'relations are getting better, 
our armaments are growing bigger. 
The. nations are sharpening their arms 
on the stones of the Temple of Peace. 
The armaments of France today are 
four times as powerful as those of the 
great German army of 1914.” 


Let-me also quote what General Sir 
Ian Hamilton has:to say: 


“Though cannon may be muzzled 
and poison gas ‘manuiazture in sus- 
pense, our gigantic war propaganda 
plant has never been properly scrap- 
ped, and, under cover of night, the 
factories still go on stealthily pump- 
ing out a few “extrs special” samples 
of the good old fumes. There’s ‘hardly 
a morning passes when some of it 
does net drift-on to the Lieakfast ‘alle 
folded up, usually, in twenty-four 
sheets: of paper.” 


I think it- would be fitting to men- 
tion here a statement by Right Hon. 
Arthur Henderson, former’ British 
Heme. Secretary, who gaid: 


te fight, The navies only await the 
order to lift anchor and go into ac- 
tion. Aerial armies are ready to des- 
troy our cities in one night. Within a 
few weeks the world’s war machines 
could again imperil civilization.” 

“Four years of war are now only 
unthinkable, because they would be 
unnecesséry. The apparatus of war, 
evolved since the end of war to end 
war, would probably destroy civiliza- 
tion in a few months.” 

Finally let me quote what Lord Rid- 
dell, British journalist and publicist, 
has to-say: ’ 

“There is grave danger that the 
world will allow itself to be chloro- 
formed by general declarations in 
favor of peaceful intentions. If a man 
says he is against shooting and, at the 
same time, purchases two new revolv- 
ers, what would you think of him? 
He might say he did not intend to use 
them, but I think you would have your 
doubts.” : 

I give these quotations, Mr. Speaker, 
not to indicate that I-have no faith 
in the moral qualities and in the in- 
tolligerice of mankind generally to. find 
ultimately a better way of settling 
international disputes than by war, 
but merely that I might give emphasis 
to what I regard as the implications of 
the Prime Minister when he stressed

treaty, ‘which I-have no doubt will be 
unanimously endorsed: by the repre- 
sentatives of the Canadian people.

This last year, for instance, because and Sores 
‘ of the frost, was a very hard year for 
Since 1883 all wheats excepting the early varie- 
ties. Yet it was noted by skilled pro- 
fessional observers that whenever 
good true-to-variety seeds had been 
seeded, particularly registered seed, 
even with the later varieties, that the 
resulting crop was much less harmed 
by frost and so commanded a much 
higher grade than the average run of 
crops of the same variety. 

The air is full of co-operation these 
days, but the farmer must not forget 
that only a small step in co-operation 
has been accomplished by co-operat- 
ing together to put in an agency to 
market crops.

As far as the wheat industry is con- 
cerned, this simply means that crops 
will be produced which are as clean 
as possible and as true to variety as 
possible and of that variety which is 
most acceptable to the world’s pur- 
chaser, which as far as the bulk of 
Albetra wheats is concerned means 
hard, red spring wheat, of high milling 
value. 

To secure these kind of crops it is 
necessary for the first step to sow 
seed of the right variety and which 
will be as clean as it can be made, 
which will contain practically no weed 
seeds nor other kinds of grain, and 
which will be of strong vitality and 
germination. 

If the bulk of western Canadian 
wheat growers would do this very 
simple thing there would never be the 
slightest danger of Canadian wheat
